getting drunk down the town and getting arrested."Little Terrors" is 
about growing up as a kid in the grade school years in America.

I arrived at the redirection point which was Yates Wine Lodge with 
# the Hartlepool skins at around 1:30.We were going to meet English 


Rose but at this time they hadn't arrived yet so we all got a round 
in.At about 2:30,English Rose arrived with quite a few more skins 
mand some very good looking skingirls.They all piled to the bar and 

a cot the drinks in.Colin Todd (gig organiser) discussed the venue 
with them and after half an hour or so they were away.At about 3:30 
# Violent Storm arrived,Colin Todd wasn't back so they all got some 
ibevvies in.I stood talking to Clarkey and Billy (trying to sell them 
a copy of Unity) and also anyone else who was stood about.Colin 
arrived soon afterwards and whisked Violent Storm away with the maj- 
ority of the skins who were already at YWL.More and more people arr- 
fived,by 6:00 there was about 40-50 in YWL and there was a good atm- 
osphere.Colin gave me the venue address and so we all moved off. 

# There was a service bus outside which we could catch coz the venue 
mwas a fair distance away.Everyone jumped on,there was about 5 people 
who paid.A short ride of 10 minutes or so and we were there.We got 
off and marched down the street,it was a short walk from the bus 
stop.We got to the venue and piled in,inside were about 50-60 skins/ 
nationalists already.A tape of Condemned 84 was on,lots was happeni- 
Ing and there was a good merchandise stall at the back,it had loads 
of good stuff on it.Condemned 84 was played for half an hour or so 
then changed to No Remorse,these were on for 10 minutes or so when 
English Rose took to the stage.It was about 8pm or so and the gig 
fwas about to start.I was looking forward to seeing English Rose coz 
i'd heard loads about them,they opened up with a powerful number 
which was called 'Proud Nationalist Warrior',it was brilliant.They 
fsounded well rehearsed and very professional.I didn't catch what 
most of the songs were called but they came on to sing ‘Wonderful 
iWorld' by the 4-Skins which was brilliant and about 25 people were 
fup on the dance floor.Soon they came on to a track called 'Take Ven- 
geance' which was dedicated to the old bill in their area.There was 
@ couple of others and then there was 'Ulster Awake' which was a 
very powerful number with a good sound to it.They finished off with 
another 4-Skins number which was 'Chaos',they were brilliant.They 
played an encore which was another chance to hear ‘Ulster Awake'. 
Although it was English Rose's debut gig,they were very good and i 
think they'll be around for a long time to come yet. 

It wasn't long afterwards that Violent Storm took the stage.I 
had been looking forward to seeing these again,they opened up strai- 
ght away with Violent Storm,a very powerful number which filled the 
floor straight away.After this they continued onwards with No Cause, 
and then Mad World.Two great numbers.Next was my favourite of all 
Violent Storms material...Combat the Nation.This song was excellent- 
ly performed with the croud singing Combat the Nation with the mike 
Bion every chorus.Halfway thru the song 3 of the Leicestershire boys 

fell over on theirs backs but carried on punching the white power 
fist in the air shouting Combat the Nation.A great laugh.Next came 
one of Violent Storms most prominant numbers,Land Of My Fathers.This 
gets better every time they perform it.Next came two of Violent Sto- 
rms best numbers,Hands off Ulster and Stand or Hide.Both were very 
good indeed.After this was Celtic Warrior which is soon to be relea- 
msed on a split 7" single,listening to it,its easy to see why.It was 
mtheir last number but they were called upon to do an encore which 
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they dedicated to everyone who had danced to them on their set after 
they'd travelled all the way from Wales to play.It was Combat the 
Netion egeain,brilliant.But still they weren't finished,they did one 
more which was their opening number again.It was Violent Storm which 
zot @ great response.Violent Storm had done a great set and left the 
stezge to loud applause.A tape of Slade was put on.It was on for abo- 
u 5 minutes while Skullhead got ready,by now it was getting on in 
the evening.It was about 10:00 and the lads from Skullhead got up on 
stege.They were gonna do the first number without Kev,and away they 
went.It was probably the same track they started the last Skullhead 
zig with but i can't remember.It sounded very powerful though and i 
wonder if they are considering releasing it on a future lp.The first 
track Skullhead as a full line-up sang was No one Cares.Kev said we 
will start as we mean to go on and away they went,the floor filled 
instantly.The next couple of songs were White Warriors which is eve- 
ryones favourite and We dont Trust,dedicated to the politicians.Next 
was Skullheads anthem...Murdered By Scum.This was dedicated to the 
memory of Peter Mathewson who was murdered by immigrants who killed 
him in a racial attack.Kev went on to say this is our song,we don't 
forget our dead,our dead don't die.He was born a skin,he died a skin 
murdered by scum.The reception to it was enormous and almost every 
inch of the dance floor was covered.Next was the blitz classic Some- 
ones gonna Die.This was closely followed by What you gonna Do.Just 
as the song was starting a fight broke out.There was fighting for 
about a minute or so and the security were in among it and soon cal- 
med down.Those who had been fighting stopped and everyone made frie- 
nds.Right after this was Unity which is what we're aiming for inste- 
ad of battling with each other.This went down well,and the next song 
did aswell,it was the Skrewdriver song White Power.This must have 
had the most up so far,there was skins and skin girls dancing away 
and generally having a good time.A few of the songs that followed 
were Look Ahead and Last Chance both were brilliant...Last Chance 
being my favourite.Then came Support white noise and finally to 
round of a good show there was Chaos.And it most certainly was chaos 
with loads of people on the stage singing and tonnes of dancing. 
Skullhead played an encore which consisted of White Warrior.A fitti- 
ng erid to a great performance.Thanks to Skullhead,Violent Storm and 
English Rose for a brilliant show.Also cheers to Colin Todd,Gav,Moffh__ 
Feather,Adam,Tongy,anyone from Wales who was there,the Leicestershi-fa® 
re skins and skin girls,the Boro crew and anyone else i should have § 
mentioned...not forgetting the Spennymore lads.

1.When did The Allegiance get their first full line up? 

Well,the band originally formed back in early 1986,as a crossover oi 
hardcore-type band.The old line-up had 5 members and a constant 
conflict of ideals and beliefs.That line-up called it quits in March 


of 88.A few weeks later,the band was reformed as a 3-piece oi band. 


2.What is the present line up? 


Brian Carlson on Bass,Joe Gerlitzki on Drums and Dave Stallings on 
Guitar and Vocals.We were thinking of adding a second guitarist, but 
decided not to.We're quite happy with our sound and see no need to 
change it. 


3.What were the reasons for forming the band? 


I really can not answer that as i was not a member of the original 
line-up.The reason the band re-formed was to play great skinhead 
music,have fun and hopefully,to relate our views and ideals to 
people.We dont preach or use our music as a tool to force our views 
on people.Simply we. say here is how we feel...like it or not! 


4.Is this the first band for all the members? 

No.1 played in a band called Warriors Pride,but i left as the other 
members started getting into drugs.Dave and Brian were also in a few 
other street punk-type bands,but that was a long time ago. 


5.What sort of things do you sing about? 


We sing about a lot of different subjects like:social issues,pride, 
nationalism,beer,the skinhead way of life in America and our hate 
for the liberals and communists.Some of our newer songs are: 
“"America For Sale",this is about how the U.S. is slowly being bought 
jup by foreign big business and our tax dollars are really nothing 
Amore than welfare for the politicians. 

"Under My Skin",is a song all about tattoos. 


"Power and Glory",tells the story of our utter hate for the red scum 
communist rodents in this country. 
"Rise Above",is another song dealing with corporate America. 


It Won't Work",is about how total unity in our society will never 
awork. Racial unity,etc.just will never work.And this song is our 
afeelings on those who think it will. 


16.Do you have any political interests? 
e are not over-political,but i 8 impossible to be a nationalist 


and not have an interest in politics.Our political views are well 
stated in our songs. 


7.What sort of things have influenced the band? 

sWell,our lyrics are influenced by things we see and hear around us 
in everyday life.Of course our pride in our nation,race and being 
skinheads is quite influencial.Our musical influences come from what 


we listen to and our own original ideas. 


8.How many gigs have you done? Which was the best? 

e used to get a fair amount of gigs,but the past year has been very 
hard for us and skinhead bands in general.Cept in the state of 
meaGeorgia,i understand they have a good amount of gigs weekly in 

@7Atlanta.Our best gig to date was on halloween night at the conestoga 
Sipines barn in Lancaster,PA.We went over a storm and won the respect 
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of the mugs who thought we couldn't play ‘cos we was skinheads! I 
hope our future gigs go as well as that one did. 


Have you an lans to come and play in England? 
The idea is on the drawing board,but nothing is concrete.We'll 
probably wait until a year after our LP. is released before we 
actually get down to making arrangements to play in England.We'll be 
quite excited if we play England,its kinda a goal for us to reach 
for. 


10.What are your plans for the future? 

We are currently negotiating a contract with Herbert of Rock-O-Rama 
Records.lf all goes well,our debut release will be a 7-track mini- 
album.Herbert really liked our "Is This Justice...?" demo,so he 
wants to press it! We're using a different cover for the record and 
the tracks have been re-mixed.We also have 2 songs on the Oitcore 
records compilation album called "The Spirit Of Oi!..American Style" 
That album will be available on Rock-O-Rama Records in Europe and 
Oiftcore Records in the states. 


11.What is life like for skinheads in your part of the U.5.A.? 

e don ave any serious problems with police.But when we are out- 
numbered,we get attacked by mobs of blacks,commies and other such 
trash.I'm sure there is not much difference between U.S. skinheads 


and European skinheads. 


12.Who would you most like to see hang? 

»i've never been asked this question before.There are alot of 
people i'd like to see dangling from the end of a rope.I'd really 
like to see that hypocritical,white trash hero Morton Downey,Jr. 
hang! He hosts this lame talk show and he is real anti-skinhead. 
Basically,rapists,murderers,filthy child molesters,muggers,women who 
abort their babies,etc should all hang.Check out the NFs views on 
dealing with these sort of low-lifes...they've got the right idea. 
Eye for an eye - the punishment should suit the crime}
